A funeral in Egypt ia Indeed \ 
strange sight, and the first one the 
visitor sees astonishes him veiy much 
At the lii'iul nf the prnces^ion nuirelie! 
u cor|'"r:ilc Ij'i'ly of llio blind and i 
eerlain iiiiinber of men, who proeewi 
nt a quick atep^ ainging a moat tnU' 
i.mt air, widle awiqging tbamaalvaa 
from right to left. Behind them comes 
the funeral car, or rather a aort of 
bier, bearlnif a great rod shawl, in 
which the body is deposited. At tbe 
exiremity u( lliu bier, on a peroli. Is 
placed the turban or tha tarbonah of 
tho defiincL Two men cany tbe bier. 
They fidlow with such spirit the niove- 
mont of llio bond of tho procesaloiij 
that tho corpse, rocked in every direc- 
tion, SDOins lo jump under tlio sliawl 
that shrouds lu Tli* women bring up 
the rear, aome on aaaeoi eome on foot.| 

Tba firit row ii foM**d of weepera, 
or rather aoreamera 'who send forth' 
toward Heaven at each stop the 
shrillest tones. The weepers hold In; 
Ihcir li:iiul H handkerchief, with 
which lliey HIV not solicitous ol wipiDg" 
their eyes perfectly dry, bot whieh^ 
they pull by two end* behind their 
heads with a geataru that would be 
desperate if it were not drolL 

On the arrival at tho ooimit^iry thoy 
tiiko the doad iHjdr from the biur u, 
oast iu auuh »« it ia, iiilu Uis grave. 
Tbe grand funerals, however, take' 
place with muoh mora solemnity. An' 
important personage la hardly dead' 
Id Egypt, befora his acquaintanoe» 
and friends hurry to the houso; during 
one ur two daya they eat and drink 
at the expense of the dead, or rather 
his heir*, iudidging ia tha nolaiMt 
denionslratiuna. 

When tho hour of the Interment %x- 
rives a scene of the wildest vharacter 
ia pro<iucod. I'lie slaves and women 
of tho household llirow Ihonisolves on 
tho corpse, ainl fi-i^ii n detormlnalloii 
lo hinder it from pnsilng the threshold. 
Tiie lugnbilous Irugody is played con- 
solentiooelyi they snatch away the 
coDn; they belay each other with 
blows, nud the iiiosi violent iind fright- 
ful clamor is liciird. 

At last the |iroccssion leaves tho 
house nnd repairs to Iho cemetery, 
preceded by camels loaded wtlb victu- 
als, which are distributed to the poor, 
hniTving in crowds along the rooiL 
All nloii); Ihe roiul Ihe iiioiirners and 
friends of the liiiiiily li^'ht fortlio honor 
of carrying tlie bier for a mouieut, and 
thus il jcisscs or bounds from liand to 
hand, amid tho most frightful dis- 
order. Tiie interment ended, every 
one raturn* to tiie house of the dead lo 
rooommcnco fostlvitlcs.— CAruti'an ai 
Wvrh.

ANIMAL LONGEVITY. 

A Tarantulii nf Uncertain Age and a ToD- 
erable Queon 

In an inlerestiug conimnnicntlon 
by Kiv. Dr. I( C. MeCook before Ihe 
Arailc'Miy of N;it 111 al Scienoes on the 
pos^ihihii. s ,,| prolonged life among 
thu lower onli i.s of aninmis, an ao- 
count was given of Iho life history of 
a flne spce'm in of lliu spider, common- 
ly known ns tho American tarantula. 
The animal was giron to him iu 1842 
by Dr. Joseph Leiily. It was then ap 
pnreiilly ei;;hteun months ortwoyoar 
old, and it lived in enptivity until July 
of tbe presen*' year. At Iho ))orind of 
its death, therefore. It must have boon 
at least seven years old, and may have 
boon oighu liaving thus attained tbe 
distlnolion of being the most aged 
spider known to seieneo. How long 
this species and other spiders genei^ 
ally live In their natural habitat Is not 
know, but hnman protection In the 
present Instance jnohahly aided to 
prolong lif,.. It was kept first In 
glaiis plob.' aiiil aftri'w.iril in a wood- 
en box Willi f^Inz 'd shies and a sliding 
glass door at tlie top. One end 
tilled with dry soil, wlileh was 
slightly compacted and heaped up 
tho other end was sparsely covorotl 
with earlli. It was nt all times liber- 
ally supplied with water, and its food 
i-onsisled of live flies, grasshoppers 
and locus s. During eonflnemcnt the 
tarantula shed its skin several timee. 
prooosa apparently attand«il with soma 
danger, aa it was during such a change 
the creature died, and once before on 
0 similar occasion, it was found ap- 
parently tleail, thoii^'h it afterward 
revivoL It is possible that it waa too 
much exhausted by long previous faat. 
ing to endure the severe strain wbloh 
evidenlly is laid upon the organism In 
iJio act of molting. The spring of 1887 
waa a backward ono, and some dlfll- 
euUy was oxperieiieod in procuring In- 
sects for food from tlio immediate 
neighborliood. The annual supply of 
grnssiio|ipcrs and locusts was Tety 
la'c, and it may be that had tbe apider 
been flien^theoed by a few weeks'
